DESCRIPTION OF THE NATURE AND PURPOSE OF PROJECT:  Replace a dilapidated 
wire fence with a wood fence at the Owl’s Nest state residence at Point Lobos Ranch to 
provide additional privacy and security for the resident. Work will:  

- Removal all existing rotted posts and dilapidated wire fencing; 
- Set new 4 in. x 4 in. x 8 ft. redwood posts into existing holes, or excavate new and 

backfill with concrete to secure; 
- Install 265 ft. of 1 in. x 8 in. x 6 ft. high redwood fencing;  
- Install two (2) 48 in. wide x 6 ft. tall access gates; and 
- Install a 120 in. wide by 6 ft. tall double swing gate for vehicle access.
